104^, vhich provides 
that **i3» ej^intaaent of each civilian officer or eusdoj^ in any 
I department or agency of the (kivertriant i^iall he jaade object to 
inyestigatlon. ” Such ea Investigatian vaa aade in the case of 
Mr. Bedilch by the Civil Service Cbmission end the federal Bureau 
of Investlgaticai, end the ^aats dovelppied wre evaluated by tte 
aeB3»rs of the Cbionisaion.
